Great Fire at Savannah.

SAVANNAR, Ga., April 6.—At 6:55 o'clock
to-mgﬁt. fire broke out inthe show-window
of D. H. Hogan’s dry goods store, corner of
Broughton and Barney streets, while a man
was lighting a gas-jet. Soon the fire had
run to almost every part of the building,
and those in it had barely time to escave.
The fire was communicated to the crockery
store of James H. Douglas & Co., immedi-
ately east of Hogan’s, and it was all ablaze
in & jlt(li'y. A mﬁh wind prevailing con-
tributed to spread the flames, and there
was no possibility of checking them. This
building is one of the finest business blocks
in the city, and its destruction represents
a loss, with its contents, of
at least §150,000. The fire then

umped to the magnificent four-sto

rick building known as Odd-fellows’ Ha{{
and it was destroyed. It represents a loss
of $125000. Among its occupants was the
Young Men’s Christian Association and
several store-keepers on the ground flooor.
The second and third stories of the base-
ment brickdwelling immediately west were
also destroyed; loss, $8,000 to $10,000. The
fire next spread from the corner of Barnard
and State streets through twelve or fifteen
brick houses, destroying them. These rep-
resent a loss of not less than £75,000, in-
cluding contents. The air was filled with
agarkn. one of which lod on the steeple
of the Independent Presbyterian Church,
corner of Ull and Sonth Broad streets, four
or five blocks from the starting point of the
fire. The church was destroyed, as was
also its handsome brick Sunday-school
building and four or five contignous dwell-
ings. The city has only four fire engines,
and all were needed in the usi-
ness part of the ecity. No at-
tempt was made to fight the fire
at the church, The loss on church, chapel
and contents is §200,000. Loss on dwellings
in the ncinnl;y at least $35,000. In the
meantime the fire had communicated to the
cupola on the large four-story brick build-
ing used as a store for paints, oils and build-
ers’ materials t_rf' Andrew Hanley. The
loss on this building and its contents is
probably $80,000. Across the street from
this was the handsome new brick arsenal of
the Savannah Guards battalion, which was
destroyed; loss, $85,000. Ten or fifteen
wooden dvmllinga were also burned, on
which the loss 1s probably $15,000. It is
impossible to tell where the fire will stop,
as sparks are starting new outbursts in
ncpote quite remote from those now burning.

harleston, 8. C., Augusta and Macon have
been asked to send engines.

The exact
form of the new law will not be revealed
until the commission have finally reported.

French Patriotic League.

Paris, April 6.—The correctional tribu-
nal to-day acquitted Senator Naquet,
Deputies Laguerre, Laisant, Turqnes and
Paul Deroulede, leaders of the Patriotic
League, and two other members of that
organization, of the charge of belonging to
a secret society, but imposed a fine of 100
francs each upon them for belonging to a
society not anthorized by law. The crowd
outside of the court-roomn received the an-
nouncement of the result of the trial with
cries of “Vive la Ligne,” *“Vive Boulan-
ger,” and *“Vive Deroulede.”

The revisionist committee gave a grand
banquet this evening at which one thou-
sand guests were present.

In hisa Wflwe
Senator Naquet read a speech which had
been prepared by Boulanger for the occa-
sion. In it the General promised that, on
attaining power, he would proclaim a gen-
eral amnesty, and would abrogate the exile
law, which, he said, a strong government
did not need. He denounced what he termed
the miserable motives that had actuated
the goverrment with respect to the rescind-
mg of the decree of exile against the Dne
d’Aumale. This action of the government
would have met with his approval if it had
been dictated by a generous sentiment. He
declared that he pitied M. Antoine, who
was merely the tool of the Opportunists.
Regarding Alsace-Lorraine, he said it ap-
peared to be a criminal offense to discuss
questions relating to that province.

A “Moonshine” Rald Abandoned.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 6.—The raid of federal
deputy marshals and revenue agents against the
fllicit distillers near Hindman.

With such
odds against them, Brown and Friend, in spite
of the protests of the federal deputy marshals,
determined it would be unwise to attempt to
capture the outlaws. The mountaineers are
under the leadership of Sam Adams, Randall
Adams, Sam and Isaac Sloan and George Mad-
den, whose brother, Arch Madden, was slain in
the fight with Wierman and his posse.
